EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . A Decision from the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences was mailed February 2, 
2009. 

2. The 35 U.S.C. 103 rejections of claims 30, 32-37, 46-53 and 55-63 were affirmed by the 
Board. 

3. The 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection of claims 64 and 65 was reversed by the Board. 

4. The drawings have been approved. 

5. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee.

Cancel claims 30, 32-37, 46-53 and 55-63 . 

In claim 64, line 4, insert —at— between "an" and "least"; line 5, replace "resins" with — 
resin--; line 14, replace "form" with —from--. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 64 and 65 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in regard to 
independent claim 64, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest: 

A flame-retardant containing plastic pallet comprising a plastic pallet composition 
comprising (a) one or more of polyolefin resins or blends thereof comprising 5 1 to 99 parts by 
weight of an at least one of a fully prepolymerized uncrosslinked hydrocarbon polyolefin resin 
and a fully prepolymerized uncrosslinked functionalized polyolefin resin, the parts by weight 
being based on the total composition, wherein the hydrocarbon polyolefin is present in the range 
of 25 to 99 parts by weight of the total composition and the functionalized polyolefin is present 
in the range of 0 to 50 parts by weight of the total composition, and (b) 1 to 49 parts by weight of 
a curable epoxy resin, the parts by weight being based on the total composition, all of the resins 
being free of halogen, wherein the plastic pallet is a molded pallet that contains at least one flame 
retardant, where all of the flame retardant(s) in the plastic pallet are selected only from the group 
consisting of non-halogenated flame retardants, and wherein the molded plastic pallet further 
comprises in-mold applied friction material laminated adhesive-free to at least one surface of the 
pallet. 

In regard to independent claim 65, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest: 
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A flame-retardant containing plastic pallet comprising a plastic pallet composition 
comprising (a) one or more of polyolefin resins or blends thereof and (b) one or more 
thermosetting resins, all of the resins being free of halogen, and wherein the plastic pallet 
comprises one or more molded member(s), wherein one or more of the molded members 
comprises in-mold applied friction material on at least one surface of the molded member(s), and 
wherein the plastic pallet contains at least one flame retardant, where all of the flame retardant(s) 
in the plastic pallet are selected only from the group consisting of non-halogenated flame 
retardants.
